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WARRANT  FOR  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

GRAFTON,  ss  TOWN  OF  BENTON 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Benton,  New  Hampshire,  who  are  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Community  Building  in  Benton  on 
Tuesday,  March  8,  1983  at  7:00  p.m.  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1:  To  vote  for  the  following  Town  officers: 
One  Selectman  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years 
One  Treasurer  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year 
One  Tax  Collector  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year 
One  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years 
and  such  other  Town  officers  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

Article  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$175.91  as  the  Town's  share  for  construction  of  highways  for  Town  Road  Aid 
as  provided  by  RSA  241:2,  as  amended. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  reappraisal  made  of  all  tax- 
able real  estate  in  the  town;  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000  for  this 
purpose;  to  authorize  the  use  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  defray  the 
expense  of  such  reappraisal;  or  to  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations  in  the  amount 
of  money  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support 
of  the  Town  as  recommended  in  the  budget,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums 
so  determined  for  said  purposes,  and  to  pass  any  other  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of  officers  and 
agents  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
funds  for  current  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  taxes  collected  in  fiscal  year 
1983  and  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer 
or  sell  any  real  estate  acquired  through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  a  discount  on  current 
property  taxes  paid  before  a  date  set  by  the  Selectmen,  if  all  previous  taxes  are 
paid,  and  will  set  the  amount  of  said  discount.

Community  Building  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

In  our  continued  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the  taxpaying 
citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we  take  this  opportunity  to  reach  you  through  your 
annual  town/city  report. 

Budgeting  becomes  more  complex  each  year  due  to  variables  and  unfunded 
state  mandates.  Until  authority  accompanies  funding,  our  local  governments 
will  have  little  control  over  spiralling  taxes.  Counties  encounter  funding  prob- 
lems similar  to  towns/cities.  We  are  continually  absorbing  more  costs  of 
state/federal  programs.  This  year  local  governments  picked  up  a  25%  increase 
in  their  share  of  the  OAA/APTD/ICF  grants.  Child  placement  costs  are  in- 
creasing dramatically  with  the  private  foster  homes  rapidly  being  replaced  by 
more  expensive  group  homes,  some  costing  $25,000  to  $40,000  per  year  com- 
pared to  private  home  rates  of  $2,400  to  $3,600  per  year. 

Our  new  sewage  system,  tied  in  with  Woodsville  Precinct's  treatment  plant, 
was  complete  and  operational  in  February  1982. 

Many  dollars  are  being  saved  in  energy  accounts  through  conservation 
measures.  Fuel  costs  were  reduced  by  20%  and  electric  costs  by  8%  in  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1982,  saving  $41,800. 

Finishing  the  second  superior  courtroom  will  cost  approximately  $169,500. 
Bonding  is  approved  and  the  project  should  be  completed  this  spring. 

The  Jail  &  House  of  Correction  had  another  busy  year.  Average  census  was 
38.  We  continue  to  get  inmates  with  mental  or  emotional  problems  requiring 
additional  staff  and  medical  treatment  and  higher  medication  costs.  No  change 
is  foreseen  in  the  admission  pattern  due  to  the  continuing  discharge  policy  of 
N.H.  State  Hospital.  Pending  legislation  requiring  more  severe  sentencing  for 
some  crimes  will  increase  duration  of  stay  and  census,  proportionately  increas- 
ing the  burden  on  correctional  staff. 

The  County  Farm  is  a  productive  asset  to  the  County  through  participation 
in  Extension  and  Conservation  Service  programs  and  by  creating  meaningful 
work  for  House  of  Correction  inmates.  Volume  of  milk  remains  constant 
although  the  revenue  dropped  slightly  due  to  decrease  in  federal  parity.  Quality 
of  the  Holstein  herd  is  excellent.  Revenue  from  livestock  sales  grossed  $25,092 
last  fiscal  year,  and  produce  grossed  $40,016  for  the  Farm. 

The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  AM  at  the  Courthouse,  1:30  PM 
at  the  Nursing  Home.  Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC.  TOWN  REPORT 

In  1982  in  the  Town  of  Benton,  North  Country  Council  provided  technical 
assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  with  regards  to  revising  the  town's  subdivi- 
sion regulations. 

In  addition  to  providing  specific  assistance  to  your  town,  the  Council  works 
on  activities  that  benefit  several  towns  and  the  entire  North  Country.  In 
economic  development,  the  Council  has  provided  direct  local  assistance  to  several 
communities  in  their  local  development  programs  and  has  continued  to  seek 
approval  from  the  Economic  Development  Administration  for  a  revolving  loan 
fund  to  assist  small  and  medium-sized  businesses  in  eight  communities.  As  a 
member  of  the  Small  Business  Development  Program  for  Northern  New  Hamp- 
shire, NCC  has  provided  information  to  prospective  businesses  on  the  available 
training  and  financial  programs.  The  Economic  Development  Committee  has 
met  on  issues  such  as  trends  in  the  wood  products  industry,  the  future  of  the 
North  Country  railroad  system  and  small  business  development  and  financing. 

One  of  the  major  efforts  for  towns  is  community  planning.  The  Council  staff 
met  throughout  the  year  with  numerous  planning  boards,  selectmen,  and  master 
plan  committees  to  discuss  community  issues  and  provide  solutions  such  as  zon- 
ing, subdivision  regulations,  site  plan  review,  sign,  parking,  septic  system  and 
mobile  home  regulations,  recreation  planning,  business  and  traffic  surveys,  and 
more.  The  Council  organized  a  subdivision  workshop  in  the  spring  for  plan- 
ning board  members,  coordinated  the  Municipal  Law  Lectures  in  the  fall,  and 
provided  information  to  towns  on  HUD's  Small  Cities  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  and  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  programs.  In  an  ef- 
fort to  maintain  essential  planning  assistance  to  our  towns  given  the  somewhat 
smaller  budget,  our  Community  Planning  Committee  established  a  clear  policy 
on  membership  services.  This  is  described  in  a  brochure  we  recently  mailed  to 
you  entitled  "North  Country  Council,  Inc.:  What's  In  It  For  Your  Town?" 

In  transportation,  the  Council's  Transportation  Committee  assisted  the  NH 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  with  the  Annual  Highway  Action 
Plan  Meeting.  This  meeting  is  usually  very  productive  as  it  is  the  major  way 
that  the  public  can  participate  in  identifying  and  supporting  needed  highway 
improvements.  NCC  is  assisting  the  state,  the  new  rail  operator,  and  rail  users 
in  marketing  the  Concord-to-Lincoln  rail  line  to  make  the  line  more  economically 
viable  and  eventually  self-sufficient.  In  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley,  NCC 
surveyed  businesses  to  determine  the  potential  for  utilizing  a  truck/rail  terminal. 
We  are  also  following  the  proposed  New  England  rail  reorganization  and  its 
impact  on  our  region.  The  Council  continues  to  work  with  the  Whitefield 
Regional  Airport  in  an  on-going  effort  to  secure  commuter  air  service. 

The  Council  is  providing  planning  recommendations  and  some  technical 
assistance  to  towns  in  anticipation  of  the  solid  waste  district  planning  schedul- 
ed to  occur  in  late  1983  and  1984.  We  had  a  voice  in  amending  the  state's  solid 
waste  law  to  make  it  more  flexible  in  local  situations.  Sharing  of  ideas  and  coor- 
dination in  this  field  is  aided  by  staff  member  Fred  Moody's  position  as  a  director 
of  the  NH  Resource  Recovery  Association. 
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To  assist  town  governments  with  administrative  and  financial  tasks  (e.g.,  tax 
billing,  accounting,  etc.),  NCC  has  acquired  a  mini-computer  with  programs 
to  accomplish  these  functions.  At  this  time,  we  developed  our  tax  billing  ser- 
vices and  look  forward  to  offering  additional  services  in  the  future. 

The  Council  has  also  conducted  historic  buildings  inventory  in  a  few  towns 
and  will  be  serving  as  a  clearinghouse  on  historic  preservation  planning  and 
activities. 

The  Council  closely  followed  the  proceedings  for  the  Quebec  Hydro  powerline 
in  1982  and  presented  our  position  before  the  Site  Evaluation  Committee  in 
March.  We  recommended  construction  of  the  line  in  Vermont  which  provided 
the  most  economical,  direct,  and  least  environmentally-damaging  route.  As  of 
early  1983,  it  appears  the  powerline  will  follow  the  Vermont  route  and  will  come 
into  NH  in  Littleton.  NCC  also  testified  before  the  NH  House  and  Senate  in 
support  of  the  Pontook  hydroelectric  facility  in  Dummer. 

For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  the  Council  has  published  NEWS  FOR  SELECT- 
MEN, an  informative  report  on  local,  regional,  state  and  federal  activities  and 
trends.  The  Council  is  active  on  the  state  and  national  level  through  the  NH 
Association  of  Regional  Planning  Commissions  and  the  National  Association 
of  Regional  Councils.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  our  former  President 
and  Jackson  representative  Oliver  Nelson  serve  as  the  Chairman  of  the  National 
Advisory  Committee  on  Rural  Development.  This  past  summer,  the  Commit- 
tee prepared  a  rural  development  strategy.  The  Council  set  up  one  of  two  in- 
state meetings  to  solicit  views  from  the  public  on  rural  needs  and  practical 
solutions. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Council's  major  emphasis  will  continue  to  be  technical 
assistance  and  information  on  matters  of  concern  to  local  governments.  The 
Council  staff  is  always  available  to  meet  with  local  officials  to  discuss  projects 
and  needs  of  the  towns. 

On  behalf  of  the  Council  and  its  board  of  Directors,  we  thank  you  for  your 
support  during  the  past  year  and  hope  that  the  Town  will  continue  to  use  the 
services  of  NCC  during  1983.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  either  one  of  us  or 
the  Council  staff  in  Franconia  at  823-8108  or  823-5566.

Article  2.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $176.77  as  the 

Town's  share  for  construction  of  highways. 

Article  3.  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  and  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 

Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget  appropriations  in  the 

amounts  indicated  in  the  Warrant;  and,  further  authorized  the  Selectmen  to 

make  pro-rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced. 
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Article  4.  The  Town  voted  to  join,  as  an  associate  member,  The  Twin  State 
Mutual  Aid  Assn.  for  fire  protection  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.  per  year;  if  this  member- 
ship is  approved,  the  Town  will  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Town  of  Haverhill 
for  fire  coverage  by  the  three  companies  in  that  town  at  a  cost  of  $2,000  per  year. 
Article  5.  After  some  discussion  of  the  unusual  expenses  for  1981,  and  the  prob- 
abilities for  1982,  the  proposed  budget  for  1982  was  accepted  and  becomes  the 
legal  budget  for  the  year. 

Article  6.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents  as  printed. 
Article  7.  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for 
current  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  taxes  collected  in  the  year  1982  and  to 
be  paid  therefrom. 

Article  8.  The  town  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired through  tax  collectors  deeds. 

Article  9.  The  town  voted  to  continue  the  discount  of  4%  —  15  days  from  mail- 
ing date  on  property  taxes. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:30  PM  without  day  or  date.  An  ovation  and 
special  "Thank  You"  was  tendered  to  our  retiring  Selectman,  James  J.  Page, 
after  twenty-nine  years  of  service,  by  an  appreciative  Town  of  Benton,  led  by 
the  Moderator,  John  Elliott,  Jr.

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TOWN  OF  BENTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  MEETING 

MARCH  9,  1982 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:30  P.M.  by  the  Moderator,  James  J.  Page. 
The  School  Warrant  was  read  by  Mr.  Page  and  the  following  action  then  taken 
on  the  articles  in  the  warrant. 

Article  1.  Roy  Irwin  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  Moderator  for  the  com- 
ing year.  The  motion  was  seconded.  An  affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken  and 
the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot. 

Article  2.  Judith  Irwin  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  motion  was  seconded.  An  affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
Clerk  cast  one  ballot. 

Article  3.  Priscilla  Boutin  was  nominated  for  the  position  of  School  Board 
Member  for  a  term  of  three  years  (1985).  The  motion  was  seconded  and  an 
affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken.  The  Clerk  cast  one  ballot.  Alice  Harris  was 
then  nominated  for  the  position  of  School  Board  Member  for  a  term  of  one 
year  (1983)  and  the  motion  was  seconded.  Harold  Noyes  was  also  nominated 
for  the  position  of  School  Board  Member  for  a  term  of  one  year  (1983)  and 
the  motion  was  seconded.  A  ballot  vote  was  then  taken  with  the  following  results: 
Alice  Harris  — 20  votes,  Harold  Noyes—  13  votes.  Alice  Harris  is  the  new  School 
Board  Member  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Article  4.  Maxine  Tyler  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  the  mo- 
tion was  seconded.  An  affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  Clerk  cast  one 
ballot. 

Article  5.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Article  5  as  written.  An 
affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken. 

Article  6.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over  Article  6.  A  voice 
vote  in  the  affirmative  was  taken. 

Article  7.  Iona  Boutin  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  School  Auditor  and  the 
motion  was  seconded.  An  affirmative  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  Clerk  cast 
one  ballot. 

Article  8.  The  Moderator,  James  J.  Page,  called  for  a  discussion  of  the  pro- 
posed school  budget.  Priscilla  Boutin  explained  that  there  would  be  41  pupils 
this  year  and  that  last  year  Benton  had  51  children  in  school.  The  tuition  rates  will 
be  $100.00  more  per  pupil  in  each  category  plus  $5,000.00  for  one  handi- 
capped child.  Thus,  though  Benton  will  have  less  children  in  schools,  it  will  cost 
more  money.  Edward  Matz  then  corrected  this  figures  to  45  children  this  year 
and  52  children  last  year.  He  explained  that  there  was  a  4%  increase  in  the  school 
budget  this  year.  Mr.  Harold  J.  Haskins,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools 
then  explained  that  if  a  town  did  not  use  all  of  its  budgeted  tuition  in  one  year, 
it  would  just  reduce  the  taxes  by  the  difference  the  next  year.  Scott  Rodin  then 
asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  contingency  fund  of  $1,200.00  and  Mr.  Matz 
explained  that  this  was  placed  in  the  budget  to  allow  for  any  increases  in  fuel 
costs  for  the  school  bus  driver.  A  motion  was  then  made  by  John  Elliott,  Jr. 
that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $86,400.09  for  the  school  budget.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  a  voice  vote  was  taken  in  the  affirmative.  There 
followed  some  discussion  by  Arland  Robitzer,  Edward  Matz  and  Mr.  Haskins 
whether  or  not  to  rescind  this  vote.  Mr.  Haskins  explained  that  Benton  would 
have  to  decide  the  amount  of  money  to  raise  for  the  schools  at  this  meeting. 
After  further  consideration  it  was  decided  to  let  the  vote  stand  as  taken. 
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Article  9.  Edward  Matz  made  a  motion  that  the  selectmen  of  Benton  contact 
their  local  State  Representative  to  inquire  into  and  request  state  aid  for  handi- 
capped children  whose  parents  work  for  the  state.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  a  voice  vote  was  taken  in  the  affirmative.  Arland  Robitzer  brought  up  the 
subject  of  state  foundation  aid  to  education  and  asked  why  Benton  received 
none  of  this  money  when  it  was  so  badly  needed  here  while  more  affluent  towns 
such  as  Hanover  received  large  sums.  Mr.  Haskins  explained  that  there  is  a  for- 
mula set  up  for  the  dispursal  of  these  funds  in  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Edward  Matz  explained  that  Benton  is  dis- 
qualified as  the  town  itself  makes  a  profit  and  it  was  agreed  to  by  both  James 
Page  and  Mr.  Haskins  that  the  profitability  of  the  town  costs  us  money  in  the 
schools.  The  advantages  of  a  broad-based  tax  were  then  discussed. 
A  motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  The  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  9:30  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the  Benton 
School  District: 

The  largest  item  in  the  Benton  School  Budget  is  the  tuitioning  of  local  students 
to  the  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District.  There  are  two  factors  that  make 
this  account  grow.  (1)  Number  of  children  and  (2)  tuition  charges  by  the  receiving 
district.  Since  we  cannot  do  anything  about  the  former  we  can  offer  some  ex- 
planation about  the  latter.  In  Chart  I  below,  illustrating  the  Per  Pupil  Cost  for 
1980-81,  shows  that  the  Haverhill  Cooperative  Pupil  Costs  are  at  or  near  the 
bottom.

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Special  education  costs  for  Benton  remain  at  the  same  level  as  last  year  because 
the  tuition  charge  for  S.A.U.  #23  students  remained  the  same  at  $5,000.00  while 
out  of  union  tuition  charge  for  next  year  will  be  $11,500.00.

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENTS  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  requires 
that  school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superinten- 
dent and  assistant  superintendent. 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expense  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  Unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half 
is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  schools  for  the 
previous  school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Superintendent  of  S.  A.  U.  #23  dur- 
ing the  1982-1983  school  year,  will  receive  a  salary  of  $35,000.00  prorated  among 
the  several  school  districts.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  will  receive  a  salary 
of  $29,328.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts.  Allowance  for  travel 
within  the  Unit  for  the  Superintendent  is  $3,000.00  and  for  the  Assistant 
Superintendent,  $2,000.00  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
